In September 1942 a crew of 200 studious boys and girls entered the Washington High 
School. We were naturally anticipating the time when we would be Sophomores. Putting our 
best foot forward, we would easily reach our destination in the coming years. Our fears of a dis- 
astrous storm were wiped away in the assurance that so able a staff of captains had us in charge.

It was necessary to divert more 
attention to studies during this year in order to be eligible for membership in the Crown and Scep- 
ter Club, an honor club of the school. An average of 85 per cent would have to be maintained to en- 
ter this club. It seems as if our course was changed ever so slightly, because everyone was over anxious 
to become members of this club, the highest highlight of our journey. During this prosperous year 
we elected as crew officers: 


President, Robert Barksdale; Vice President, Sylvester Thorpe; Secretary, Mae Frances 
Turner; Assistant Secretary, Doris Rand; Treasurer, Ermine Chandler. 


We waited with great anticipation for the Honor Roll to be posted each month. We felt very 
depressed, if our names were not among the lucky few. 


Ah! Our speed increased. Juniors we were! Our hopes were not so distant, and our activities 
increased more; first to see if our average of 85 per cent had been maintained during our Freshman 
and Sophomore years. Of course, some of us were disappointed, but then the course of the sea never 
ran smooth. However, our crew was well represented in the Crown and Scepter Club by Ermine 
Chandler, Estelle Hawkins, Barbara Hart, Cecelia Hunter, Margaret Larkin, Annie B. Little, 
Doris McKenzie, Vernice Miller, Ann Morgan, Iris Peebles, Doris Rand, Mae F. Turner, William 
H. Williams, Sylvester Thorpe, and James Young. 


We Juniors were now admitted to the Girls League, a harbor which we had waited so long to 
reach. 

We now made preparations for the long awaited Junior and Semor Prom which we as Juniors 
sponsored. The deck was decorated as a flower garden. With the tune of the orchestra and the beau- 
tiful surroundings the prom was the talk of the town.

Participating in Dean Johnson’s very popular Shakespearean plays we have, Ermine Chand- 
ler, Iris Peebles, Cecelia Hunter, Catherine Davis, Jacqueline Goode, James Johnson, and John 
Sanders. In the Christmas play sponsored by the Girls League, were Barbara Hart, Bernice Whit- 
ing, Wade Smith, Annie Little, Maurice Alston, and Katherine Green. 


One of the most exciting events of the year was winning the title, “Miss Washington High,” for 
our candidate, Daisy Debnam. It was quite a contest but we reigned supreme on “Homecoming 
Day.” We were not only victorious in winning the title, “Miss Washington High,” but also the 
game. Thanks to the splendid playing of the senior bovs—J. B. Allen, James Taylor, George Green 
(who made two touchdowns), and James C. Johnson. 


The dock of graduation is now in sight with 80 of us eagerly anticipating the anchoring of the 
ship. For some, edueation will continue, for others, other responsibilities. Whatever our destination, 
we will remember that continuous preparation is necessary, if we desire to maintain our present 
standard of ambitious, co-operative girls and boys as we have been in these most delightful, enter- 
taining, well-used high school days.
